Despite politi- 
cal boundaries *f the past and mud- 
dled racial line* of todav, the Can- 
t carat mountains nod tlid Caspian sea 


are generally accepted as marking the 
line* to the southeast where Europe 
ends and A-'Ia begins 
Wedged be- 


tween the t<\o. extending from the 
snow-capped crest of the mountains on 
the south to the below-ocean-level 
strand of the Caspian on the northeast, 
lies Dagliesrtan, a countrj 
slightly 


larger than Maryland, nnd officially a 


i, "republic" within the Kuislan souet 


federation. 


The Caucasian range may be re- 


garded for all ethnological purposes as 
a great mountainous island In the sea 
of human history, and on that island 
now live together the surviving Rob- 
In**n Crusoeg of a score of ship- 
wrecked states and nntlonnlities 


Army after army has gone to pieces 


in the course of the last 4,000 years 
upon that titanic reef; people after 
people has been driven up Into Its wild 
ravines by *wccessive waves of migra- 
tion from trie, south and east: band 
after hand of deserters, fugitives find 
mutineers has sought shelter there 
from the storms, penis mid hardship* 
of \var. A'moBt e\erj nation In Eu- 
lope, In vihole or In part, and nt oi.e 
time or nnother. has crossed. pn«sed 
by or dwelt near this great Caucasian 
range, and each in turn has contribut- 
ed It's quota to the heterogeneous 
population of the mountain \ailevs 


The Arynn tribes, as they migrated 


*estward"from central Asia, left t few 
stragglers among the peaks nf this 
great range; their number vras in- 
creased by deserters from the ftreek 
and Roman a/mles of Alexander the 
Great and Poropey; the Mongols under 


u Tamerlane, as they marched through 


Dtghestan, added a few more So, 
too, th* Arab*, who overran the coun- 
try in the Eighth century, established 
military colonle* In the mountains, 
which gradually blended with the pre- 
existing population. European Cru- 
saders, wandering back from the Holy 
Land, stopped there to rest and never 
resumed 
their 
homeward journey. 


Finally, the oppressed and persecuted 
of all neighborlDg lands—Jew, Onr- 
. glans, Persians, Armenians and Tatar* 
\ —fled to these rugged, almost inacces- 


sible mountains as to A city of refuge 
•where they might live and wor«hir> 
their gods In peace. 


Welded Into a Single People. 


In course of time these innurueiable 


fragments of perhaps a hundred differ- 
ent communities or tribes, united only 
by the bonds of a common interest, 
were molded by topographical environ- 
ment into a *lngle conglomerate na- 


• tionallty, «ud became known to their 
* lowland neighbor* as gortse, or moun- 


taineers. From a mere, assemblage of 
stragglers, fugitive* and colonists they 
developed in the course of a thousand 
year* Into a brave, hardy, self-reliant 
people, nnd as «arty as the Eighth cen- 
tury they had established In the moun- 
tain fastntsee* of D*gh**t*n, at the 
eastern end of the range, a large num- 
ber of so-called "free societies," which 
were governed by elective franchise 
without distinction of birth or rank 
After that time, tor another thousand 
yean, they were never conquered. 


In 1901 these hitherto unccmquered

ing sheep upon the mountains and cul- 
tivating a little wheat, millet and In- 
dian corn, iu the valleys, and before 
the Russian conquest they were In tht 
habit of eking out this scanty subsist- 
ence by making plundering raids into 
the 
rich 
neighboring 
lowlands of 


Kalfbetia nnd Georgia. 


In relipion they are nearly all Mo- 


no imednns, the Arabs having over- 
run the country and Introduced th* 
faith of Islam as early a" the Eighth 
century. In the more remote and in- 
accessible parts of the eastern Cau- 
casus, there still remain a few isolated 
aouls (Ullages) of idolaters. 


In Daghestan there nre four or flvt 


thousand .Tens, who, although they 
have lost their language and their na- 
tional character, still cling to their 
religion, and among the high peaks of 
Tooshetia, In the «auie province, ti 
nettled a community of Christians, said 
td be the descendants of a band of 
medle\ul Crusadeis 
But these are 


exceptions; nine-tenths of the moun- 
taineers are Mohammedan* of the 
fiercest. mo«t Intolerant type. 


More Than Thirty Language*. 


The languages and dialects spoken 


by the different tribes of this hetero- 
geneous population are more than thir- 
ty in number, and two thirds of them 
nre to be found in the province of 
iJaghestan, at the eastern end of tht 
range, where the ethnological diversity 
of the population Is most marked. So 
circumscribe'! and clearly defined are 
the geographical limits of many Cau- 
casian language* that in some parts 
of Daghestnn it Is possible to rldt 
through three or four widely different 
linguistic areas In a single day. 


Languages spoken b> only twelve or 


fifteen settlements are comparatively 
common, and on tlie headwaters of 
the Andislti Kolsu, in southwestern 
Daghestan, there is on Isolated village 
of fifty or sixty houses—the aoiil of 
Innookh. which has a language of its 
own, nor spoken or understood by any 
other part of the ^hole Caucasian 
population. 


Of course, the life, customs and so- 


clnl organizations of a people who 
originated in. the waj described, and 
t\ho lived for perhaps 2,000 years In 
almost complete Isolation from all the 
rest of the world, presented when they 
first became known manj strange and 
archaic features 
In the secluded val- 


ley* and canyons of the eastern Cau- 
casus It was possible to study a state 
of society that existed In England be- 
fore the Norman conquest, and see in 
full operation customs and legal proc- 
esses that had been obsolete every- 
where else In Europe for at least « 
millennium. 


Many of the aouls of central and 


southern 
semblance to the pueblos and 
dwellings of New Mexico. The stone- 
walled house* are built together in a 
compact mass on the steep slope of m 
high terrace, and the flat roofs ri« in 
tiers or steps, one above another, Ju*t 
as they do In the settlements of our 
pueblo Indians. 


In some aouls the streets, or pas- 


sages, from house to house are dark 
underground corridors, out of which 
the Inhabitant! climb into their dwel- 
ling* on perpendicular Udder* or 
notched logs. As the country is nearly 
treeless «nd affords comparatively lit- 
tle wood, the. wall* of the one-*tory 
building* are almost invariably of 
roughly broken (tone and the roof* 
and floor* are usually of clay mixed 
with chopped straw nod beaten hard.
